CHARLES E. (CHUCK) BAER 


HUCK BAER, who came to the University of Detroit in 1945 when the Titans 
resumed football after a two-year wartime lapse, is in his sixth season as head- 
man of the Titan gridders. 


Since taking over the coaching reins, Baer has established himself as one of the ablest 
and best-liked choaches in University of Detroit history. His experience and back- 
ground combine to make him well-qualified to aid in the development of a long- 
range athletic program. 


Baer was graduated from the University of Illinois in 1929, after helping the Illini 
win Big Ten titles in 1927 and 1928 as a guard. 


He was an assistant coach at Emerson High School of Gary, Ind., in 1929 and 1930. 
In 1951, he became head coach at Lew Wallace High School in Gary. During his ten 
year stay at Wallace, his teams won five city titles, two Calumet District titles, two 
Northern Indiana championships and one state crown. 


When Ray Eliot went to University of Illinois in 1942 to help bring the Illini out 
of the football wilderness, he took Baer along as an assistant. Baer helped coach the 
line and was one of the prime reasons for the sudden resurgence of the Illini after a 
long period in the football doldrums. 


Baer's five Detroit teams have won 29 games while losing 18 for a .617 percentage. 
His 1947 team led the nation in rushing offense and his 1946 and 1948 outfits fin- 
ished among the top teams in the nation in that department. Last fall, Baer directed 
the Titans to the Missouri Valley Conference championship in their first season of 
league competition,

It’s time for the final event of the University of 
Detroit's four-day Homecoming week-end, the big- 
gest affair of its kind in Titan history. 

Since Thursday, the University campus has been 
the scene of numerous dances, parties, receptions and 
the like designed to interest both students and alum- 
ni, but to the football fan, the most important part 
of the celebration will take place right here in Titan 
Stadium. 

Those other events are all a part of Homecoming, 
they'll tell you, but they all fall rather flat if the 
home team loses the ball game. To the average grad, 
Homecoming means football and that's what you're 
all here for this afternoon. 

Today's game finds the Titans fighting to over- 
come a jinx. Not since 1947 has Detroit come out on 
top in the Homecoming game. Villanova spoiled the 
party in 1948 and San Francisco turned the trick last 

ear. 
К With two wins and а tie in their last three games, 
the Titans are favored today, but this Duquesne out- 
fit is perfectly capable of upsetting the experts. 

Bob Ivory has scouted the Dukes twice this fall, 
and he points out that they are a very fine offensive 
ball club. The student of football will see an offense 
as varied as that employed by any team in the land. 

Their basic formation is the winged T, but they 
also run plays from the single wing, double wing and 
short punt formations. Ivory relates that they even 
ran a few plays from deep punt formation against 
Louisville. 

Ralph Longmore, a powerful halfback, is a stand- 
out for the Dukes and sophomore Blair Kramer runs 
the team from the quarterback spot and is an excel- 
lent passer. Defensively, watch Bob O'Neil, a sopho- 
more end. Against St. Bonaventure recently, he ac- 
counted for two safeties in a single period by crashing 
through to spill the ball carrier in the end zone. 

Coach Phil Ahwesh, the Dukes' head man, was 
called to duty with his National Guard outfit before 
the 1950 season opened, thus most of the strategy this 
fall has been plotted by assistant coach Lou (Doc) 
Skender. Ahwesh is expected to be on the sidelines 
with Skender today. 

Ahwesh has an old score to settle with the Titans. 
He was a member of Duquesne's great 1939 team 
which was undefeated and untied going into the sea- 
son finale with Detroit. The Titans played inspired 
ball that day and held the powerful Dukes to a 10-10 
standoff.

Detroit and Duquesne are meeting for the first 
time since 1947 and five members of Detroit's start- 
ing lineup played in that last contest. The old-timers 
are End Tom Costello, Guards Ed Wood and Alex 
Smail, Center John Packo and Halfback Jack O'Leary. 

These five men are among the 13 Titans who will 
be playing their final home game for the Titans this 
afternoon. The other seniors on the 1950 squad are 
Ends Gene Herman and Miles Currie, Tackle Lee 
Wittmer, Guards Nick Galante and Chuck Welch, 
and Backs John O'Connor, Ray Huetteman and Dan 
McKenzie. 

It's the eleventh meeting between Detroit and Du- 
quesne. The Dukes have won five of the previous 
games against four for the Titans. The 1939 contest, 
as mentioned above, ended in a tie.
